Before he gave 
up his duties the Arts students presented him 
with an address and a handsome set of furs as 
a token of the respect in which he is held at 
the University, and of their appreciation of his 
work and regret at his retirement. 

The successor to Mr. Mott is Mr. Sydney 
Mitchell, a Montrealer, who graduated at 
McGill with the Class of Arts, 1901. 



In a few days the Inter-Class hockey matches 
will begin ; that is. they are supposed to 
begin and the dates will be posted for the 
various matches. Too often, however, in pasr 
years no attention is paid to the schedule drawn 
up and fully half the matches are played at a 
different date or more often are never played. at 

It is to be hoped that matters will not be 
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allowed to continue in the same way this sea- 
son. Each Class captain should see that his 
team play all their matches, and play them as 
far as possible on the date set, and, if this is not 
done, the Hockey Club should inflict some 
penalty on the Class. 

In the Inter Faculty matches or the Inter- 
Year matches, as they are now to be, there is 
also far too little interest exhibited. It is most 
disappointing that when a cup is given for 
competition so little interest should be taken 
that the series is hardly ever completed. 

Each Year should elect a captain who will 
really pay attention to the matter, and see that 
the team does its very best during the season. 

If this is done, and the Class and Year 
matches all played, we may at length hope to 
see a proper hockey spirit developed at McGill- 

It is with great gratification that we note the 
great strides McGill has made within the last 
few years in gaining the confidence and good- 
will of all scientific bodies and men, and the 
freedom with which they express their opinion 
in this matter. Some time ago we spoke of 
the high standard which the Medical Faculty 
had established among members of this pro- 
fession, and now we are pleased to note that 
the Faculty of Science is not backward in claim- 
ing its share of attention. We have always insist- 
ed that we gave a course here second to none on 
either continent, and that this is no idle boast 
is proven by the lecent statements of such re- 
sponsible journals as the New York “ Electrical 
World and Engineer ” and the London “ Times.’’ 
The former in a recent article recommends it 
to prospective students in preference to any 
scientific school in America, and the London 



“Times” says we nave an equipment for the 
training of engineers unsurpassed in the world. 
Speaking with regard to some recent develop- 
ments the “ Engineer ” says : 

“ It is with no little pleasure that we direct 
attention to the excellent work that has been 
done at McGill University, Montreal, in pro- 
viding for electrical engineering education in 
its higher ranges. Probably the equipment is 
without its equal on this continent in modernity 
and completeness of detail. Our English educa- 
tional friends might well consider the value 
that McGill ought to be to engineering students. 
We understand that even to-day the Univer- 
sity receives men from England and her colon- 
ies, but it would now seem that her resources 
would be particularly attractive to electrical 
students from the old country. They would 
still be under their national flag, and they 
would have the latest and best facilities for 
study. For these reasons it would pay the 
English electrical student to take up a course 
at McGill, and it would equally be to the in- 
terest of the University to reach out for Eng- 
lish students.” 

A correspondent in the London “ Times ” 
refers to the action of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, in deciding to hold ex- 
aminations in London for entrance to that 
Institute, on account of the large number o^ 
English students who come annually to Boston 
for instruction in electrical engineering. The 
writer then alludes to McGill, describes its 
equipment and urges intending students in 
electrical engineering to give McGill the pre- 
ference if they should consider it necessary to 
secure instruction in that subject elsewhere 
than in England. He says: “McGill has an 
equipment for the training of engineers prob- 
ably unsurpassed in the world.”

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TO EUROPE ON A CATTLE SHIP. 

How Two IVIcCill Boys Accomplished It,

These at once seemingly decided upon us as 
the cause of their troubles, and came at us in 
such a business-like way that we hurried for the 
fence. We got there first. 

While we were busy strapping a bicycle to 
the roof of one of the cars two young sharps 
came over and declared themselves as cattle- 
men on the same steamer. From their appear-

but we had no choice in our friends across. 

After offering a few friendly bits of advice to 
us they suggested that we “chip in drinks for 
the boys.” 

As we had good reason to be on the good 
side of the “ boys ” we chipped in, and our new 
friends could not get to the nearest saloon fast 
enough.

When the real cattlemen came along we eyed 
them very suspiciously for a while as a neces 
sary precaution against further mistakes. 

By evening our train was ready. Seated on 
the top of a box car with cattle carrying on 
shamefully inside, we gradually moved out of 
the city, across the bridge and out into the 
country under the gathering darkness of night. 

We soon found our position on the roof a 
most uncomfortable one; the rocking motion 
of the car tending to throw us off one side or 
the other as soon as we let go our hold while in 
the indifferent state of drowsiness. 



We decided to try for the caboose, and by 
careful crawling reached there safely. 

Near midnight the team made a brief halt at 
a small station when a tramp probably waiting 
for such a chance boldly joined our party in 
the hope of passing himself off as a cattleman, 
and so getting a free ride. 

As we all by this time were looking rather 
trampish it was only a guess as to who was 
the tramp, and, when we came under the in- 
spection of the conductor, the tramp passed 
muster unrecognized, and had the satisfaction 
of completing his ride. 

The trip from Montreal to St. John ran into 
two days, and altogether was thoroughly en- 
joyed by both of us.

courses in engineerieg designed to be given by 
practicing engineers ; the first of this course 
being that offered by Mr. Arthur S. Tuttle, 
C.E., M. Am. Soc. C.E., of the Brooklyn Water 
Works. A systematic endeavour to obtain posi- 
tions for recent graduates has been started. ^

“ THE PRINCESS.” 

Even those who know them best and admire 
them most did not realize until last week the la- 
tent possibilities of the Donaldas of 1902. Their 
proficiency in all branches of the University cur- 
riculum has long been known ; that they pos- 
ses literary ability of the highest order was 
amply demonstrated by their productions in 
last year’s “ Annual ’’ and now they added fresh 
laurels, gathered in the field of dramatic art. 

One’s heart must needs quail before the task 
of giving an adequate notice of the truly re- 
markable performances of Tennyson’s “ Prin- 
cess" which took place in the Common Room 
at the Royal Victoria College on Wednesday 
and Thurday evenings of last week. To those 
who had the good fortune of being present all 
comment is superfluous and it is impossible to 
give to those less happy individuals who were 
debarred from that enjoyment any idea of what 
they missed. 

While in all respects equal, this representa- 
tion of “The Princess ’’ was in many ways supe- 
rior to the average professional performance. 
In the latter the tedium of the long intervals 
is scarcely relieved by the playing of an in- 
different orchestra, but in this case the waits, 
which were remarkably short considering the 
immense amount of scenery to be moved, were 
rendered very pleasant by the sweet singing 
which floated mysteriously from behind a 
screen. Moreover, in a professional company it 
is too often the case, that, while the principal 



roles may be played by actors of great ability, 
there is a lamentable falling-off in the minor 
parts. Such was not the case with the com- 
pany formed by the Donaldas of 1902. Their’s 
was an all-star cast. The most insignificant 
part was played as if the success of the whole 
performance depended upon it alone. The 
attendants of the Princess were not merely in- 
different additions to the scene ; her every 
emotion was mirrored in their expressive faces 
and they were especially happy in scenes w'hich 
called for looks of extreme melancholy. Then 
the twin brothers of the Princess not only 
looked their parts to perfection, but infused 
them with fire and ardour. As for the more 
important characters, varied as they were, the 
Donaldas were equal to them. It is not too 
much to say that the emotions which were felt 
by the personages of the drama were reflected 
in the hearts of the audience. We sym- 
pathized in turn with each of the truly regal 
Kings ; we burned with ardour when Arac 
spoke his fiery words ; w'e quailed beneath the' 
stern eye of Lady Blanche ; we wept with Lady 
Psyche and we laughed with Cyril, and who 
could blame us if, while sharing Florian’s ad- 
miration for his sunny haired Melissa, we on 
the other hand longed to glance coyly at him 
as she did and envied her good fortune with all 
our heart. 

We have said nothing as yet of the two main 
characters, the Prince and Princess, for here 
words fail us. We do not know when the 
Princess was most delightful, in her lofty, her 
passionate or her tender moods. We did not 
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wonder that the Prince, when he had seen her. 
was loth to give up hope of winning her. 
Neither were we surprised that finally she 
yielded to the Prince who, whether gay or des- 
pairing, dreamy or alert, was always so fasci- 
nating that the only marvel is that she resisted 
him so long. To see him in the garden smoking 
a cigarette was a sight to melt the hardest 
heart. 

In these days of elaborate scenery and cal- 
cium lights it is no simple matter to stage a 
piece in a way that satisfies the audience, but 
all that we need say regarding the scenery and 
costumes in “ The Princess” is that they were 
adequate to the performance for there could be 
no higher praise than this. The tableaux were 
remarkably effective ; the whole audience was 
carried away by enthusiasm at the call “ to 
arms ”at the end of the fourth act, and the final 
scene of all when at last omnia vincit amor 
(Ahem Horace) was touching indeed.

GREAT CONVENTION OF STUDENTS WILL 
MEET IN TORONTO. 

The fourth International Convention of the 
Student Volunteer Movement will meet in 
Toronto, Canada, February 26 to March 2. 
The previous Conventions were held at Cleve- 
land in 1891, in Detroit in 1894 and in Cleve- 
land in 1898, and were the largest meetings of 
students ever held. The last one was attended 
by over 2,200 delegates. Students will,fbe 
sent as delegates from the institutions of higher 
learning from all sections of the United States 
and Canada and it is probable that 500 institu- 
tions will be thus represented. Those in at- 
tendance will also include professors, national 
leaders of young people’s organizations, returned 
missionaries, representatives of Foreign Mis- 
sion Boards and editors of religious papers. 

The programme will consist of addresses dur- 
ing the morning and evening sessions, and sec- 
tion meetings for the consideration of mis- 
sions from the standpoint of. phases of work 
the different missionary lands and of the de- 
nominations which are represented. The ad- 
dresses which will be given will deal with the 
obligation of promoting the missionary enter- 
prise, the means which are essential to its suc- 
cess and its relation to the students of this con- 
tinent. Among the speakers are Mr. Robert 
E. Speer, Mr. John R. Mott, who will return 
from his tour around the world to preside at this 
Convention Right Rev. M, L. Baldwin, Bishop 

of Huron, Mr. L. D. Wishard, the first College 

oung Men s Christian Association Secretary 
Bishop Calloway, President Capen of the Ame^’ 
lean Board of Foreign Missions, Dr. and Mrs. F. 
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Howard Taylor, of China, and many returned 
missionaries and secretaries of Foreign Mission 
Boards. Student Christian leaders of other 
lands will also participate. 

As the citizens of Toronto will entertain the 
delegates to the number of 2,500, the only ne- 
cessary cost of attendance will be the travel- 
ling expenses. Reduced rates have been grant- 
ed by the railways. It is not expected that 
the majority of those attending will be pros- 
pective missionaries, but that the majority will 
be Christian students who are not volunteers. 

The Student Volunteer Movement for foreign, 
missions, which calls this convention is one of 
the most remarkable enterprises of students the 
world has seen. It was started in 1886 when 
at the first Northfield Student Conference 100 
students expressed their desire and purpose to 
become foreign missionaries. The call to 
missions was taken the follov\ing year by two 
Princeton students to the colleges of the coun- 
try. Two years later the movement was de- 
finitely organized. As a result of its work 
several thousand capable college men and wo- 
men have been led to form the purpose to spend 
their lives on the mission field ; 1,800 have al- 
ready been sent out by the regular missionary 
boards while smilar movements have been 
inaugurated in Great Britain, Germany, Swit- 
zerland, Scandinavia, South Africa, Australia 
and other countries. 



Marble Tablet Erected. 

Last Month the marble tablet erected by the 
Medical students of McGill University in 
memory of Lieut. Borden, son of the Minister 
of Militia, and E. P. O’Reilly, of Hamilton, 
who fell in the defence of the Empire in 
South Africa, was placd in position in the wall 
of the students’ reading room in the new 
Medical building. 

The marble slab containing the incription is 
about two feet square. It is surmounted by 
two Rough Rider hats carved in marble, and 
on each side is a rifle standing at rest, while 
below is a design of cannon and shot.

The 
fund will be handed over to the Board of Gov- 
ernors of McGill for the founding of a fellowship 
or schblarship in political science. A letter to 
this effect from Senator Mackay, honourary 
treasurer of the fund, was referred to the Arts 
Faculty to decide the exact nature of the fellow- 
ship. 



McGill’s New Scholarships. 

Eleven new scholarships and exhibitions in 
the McGill Faculty of Arts are announced for 
competition next September. They- will be 
awarded as follows: — 

Third Year scholarships $125, mathematics 
and logic, open to both colleges; $125, mathe- 
matics and logic, for the Royal Victoria College 
only, $125, natural science and logic, open to 
both colleges; $125 and -$90, classics and 
modern languages, open to both colleges. 

Second Year exhibitions, three of $125 and 
one of $75, open to both colleges, and one of 
$100 and one of $75, for the Royal Victoria 
College only.

Chap. III. — Friction. 

An ink-lined plane is an (infernal) machine 
of the desk ription which may be seen any day 
in the Mathematical Laboratory. 

Prob.: To find the value of an examination 
paper. 

It is evident that paper set varies with the 
professor] let either of these be represented by 
P. Then if any poor block be resting on the 
plane, P is the power which hauls him up. 

When things are not going smoothly there 
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\s, friction, and we say that it is rather rough on 
the poor block. Let /u, be the niu tability of the 
professor’s temper, and R the riotousness of the 
student, caused by the reaction. Then : 
friction = ft R. 

Again, let a be the anger; then the greater 
the anger, the greater the friction, for we have: 
ft = tan a. 

If a be great enough, however, the block begins 
to slide (out the room). 

Now, friction always causes heat, and the 
anger equals the amount of heat displayed. 
But the anger of P against the riotousness, R, 
is a right anger, i.e., an anger of 90'’ centigrade ; 
and the professor, therefore, is almost at boiling 
point. 

Considering the forces acting on the block, 
we have : 

P + ft R = R tan a, 

which may be taken to mean that the professor 
in his anger would like to tan the riotous stu- 
dent. 

Let W be W\^work; then, revolving our minds 
in the direction of the paper, we have : 

P = W sin a — ftW cos a, 
since the block is on the point of sliding down. 

But, as we have seen, ft = tan a. Hence we 
obtain: 

P = W (sin a — tan a cos a) = o 

.'.the examination paper is of no real value in 
our work. R* R-
